An inquest was begun at 2 p. m. Fri- 
day into the death of John W. (‘Bad 
Jack’) Barry, who was fatally shot in

richsen, clerk of the court, after a quar- 
rel over politics, 
The clerk was present in the defend- 
-ant’s seat, and appeared unafraid, 
' though Barry was a member of the 


+ Rats gang, whose feud caused the mur- 
_@ers of Samuel Young and Fred Mohrle 
“Jast year. » 

"I do not think any gang vendetta 
will result from the death of Barry,” 
“but if it does, I 

can take care of myself.” 

Among the witnesses summoned was 
Daniel Schriever, brother-in-law of Die- 
derichsen, and a deputy constable, who 
ran in from an adjoining room at the 
sound of the shots, and caught Barry 
fn his arms as he was reeling to the 
floor. Sergt. Burke and Policemen 
Scully and Hollingsworth of the North 
Market Street District, were summoned, 
as they were the first policemen on ‘the 
scene,

"The police had gathered evidence con- 

*cerning Diederichsen’s plea that he shot 

in self-defense, after Barry, notorious 

as the roughest hand-to-hand fighter 

-in St. Louis, attacked him with a knife. 

This evidence consisted of ante-mortem 
' gtatements by Barry to the police and 

to City Hospital physicians. 

Contrary to gang ethics, Barry, be- 
fore his death, identified Diederichsen 
as his slayer and denied drawing a 
knife upon him. He -made this denial 
both in the courtroom and in the pres- 
ence of Diederichsen at the City Hos- 
pital, according to the police. 

Diederichsen was at his desk Friday, 
having been released on $5000 bond. 
signed by Riechmann and Farwell Wa)- 
ton, president of the St. Louis Express 
Co. The bond was accepted by Judge 
Wilson A, Taylor in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction Thursday afternoon, be- 
fore he was informed that Barry had 
died, but after he had learned his 
wound was mortal. When told of the 
death, he allowed the bond to stand 
as sufficient.

Crowds Scatter in Rain of 
Shot; Prisoner Taken by 
Physician Escapes. 


ADMITS A “HEADACHE” 


Goes to Jail After Shooting 
Telephone to Pieces and 
“Peppering”’ Car. 


After giving the town of Ferguson a 
night of terror by firing a shotgun and 


a revolver 30 times from the window of 
his office, where he had barricaded him- 
self, shooting his telephone to pleces, 
and endangering the lives of num- 
erous passers-by, Dr. W. H. Richardson 
surrendered himself Friday morning to 
Marshal Graf with the remark: 
‘{’ve got such a headache.” 
Residents of Ferguson, who were the 
targets for thé physician’s recklessly 
bestowed volleys, had headaches of their 
own, which were not relieved until, at 
16 a. m., the cautious townsmen, peep- 
ing from the doors of their homes and 
ffom: store windows, saw the dauntless 
Marshal and the disarmed and crest- 
falien physician start for the county 
jail at Clayton. 
Dr. H. A. Jacobi, whose dental office 
is in a room opening into Dr. Richard- 
son’s office, was at work on a woman 
patient’s teeth when, shortly before 8 
p. m. Thursday the physician’s “head- 
ache’’ began its unusual manifestations. 
First the dentist and the woman in the 
chair heard Dr. Richardson at the tele- 
phone,: uttering words ahd sounds which 
even on the suburban toll. board, are 
tlassed as ‘“‘loud and unusdal noises,” 
Crowds Summoned by Shots. 
“Sey, Central,” they heard Richard- 
son shout, 
humber do I want? I didn’t fay I 
wanted any number, did I? I said [ 
wanted to talk to you. What’s that? 
You haven’t got time to talk to me? 
How much is your time worth? Charge 
it.up at $ a minute, will you, and send 
me the bill the 29th of the month? Hey, 
what’s the matter? What did you hang 
up for? Don't you know I’ve got 4 
shotgun here, and I'll shoot you.”’ 
And an instant later the dentist 
dropped his burr and the patient leaped 
from the chair as two deafening shots 
Were fired in the next room. The 
shots were fired, it was afterward 
found, directly into the telephone in- 
strument, which was shattered. 
Almost everyone in Ferguson heard 
the shots and men and women ran out, 
thinking there was a fire. Dr. Jacobi, 
who had escaped to the street, told 
them the trouble was worse than a 
fire and a crowd formed on the side- 
walk at a safe distance from the doc- 
tor’s office window. 
Bob Woods, employed at the Wabash 
switch shanty, did not hear the shots 
and he innocently walked up the stairs 
to Dr. Richardson’s office to return 
some magazines he had borrowed, just 
as the doctor was raging at the ruins 
of his telephone. 
“IT want you in here,”’ Richardson 
shouted, leveling his shotgun at the 
frightened Woods and the switchman,

Tower Grove owl car at 3:30 a. m. Fri- 
day, seemed familiar to Special Officer 
Eiler ana when Dawes and his, com- 


panion, William Kennan) started to 
leave. the car, Eller stopped them and, 
calling a patro! wagon, took them to 
the Lafayette Park Police Siation. 

Before the station was reached the 
youths had admitted enough to convince 
Eller that young Dawes is the transom 
burglar who has been robbing South St. 
Louis stores during the winter. 

Harry Dawes is 16 years old, five feet 
tall and very slender. It anyone could 
get through a partly opened transom, 
policemen say, he could. That he was 
formerly a ‘“‘transom worker’ the youth 
admits and the police records show that 
he served a term in the State ‘Reform 
School two years ago for his part in 
four South Side burglaries. 

Dyed Hair to Feil Police. 

‘After I got back,’’ said Harry Fri- 
day, “I dyed my red hair black, so the 
police wouldn’t bother me, but the black 
dye ran down on my neck and the po- 
lice ‘got next,’ and whenever there’s 
anything of this kind doing on the 
South Side, they pick me up.’’ 

No trace of the black dye remained 
on the boy’s fiery red crown as he 
waited in the station Friday for visits 
from at least three South Side busi- 
ness men whose stores have been en- 
tered lately by the transoms. 

The three robberies with which the po- 
lice expect to connect Dawes were com- 
mitted at Charles Suda'’s hardware 
store, 1881 South Thirteenth street, 
where two revolvers and $75 worth of 
pocket knives were taken, Joseph Schil- 
ly’s tailor shop, 2125 Cherokee street, 
two overcoats, and Charles Kuhn’s jew- 
elry store, 1748 Chouteau avenue, where, 
so far as the proprietor could see, only 
postage stamps were taken. 

The. lad admitted Friday to a Post- 
D reporter that several weeks 
ago he had robbed ‘Buda’s store of 16 
pocket knives. 

“I wanted to take my girl to a dance,” 
said 16-year-old Dawes, “and I sold the 
kriives for $1.50,’’ 

When two city detectives, Neely and 
Prendergast, found Dawes in a Chou- 
teau avenue pool parlor a few days 
ago, they took from him a revolver 
which Suda identified as one stolen 
from Suda’s hardware store. 

Eecapes From Police, 

While the detectives were searching 
the boy he jerked from their grasp and 
ran into a crowd across the street. The 
detectives did not dare to shoot for 
fear of wounding someone éise and the 
hoy got away. Since then police orders 
for his arrest have been out and Eller, 
though he was not sure of the boy's 
identity, had these orders in mind when 
he took him from the car. :

FOR FREE BRIDGE 


Propose to Tear Up the Pop- 
lar Street Tracks in the 
Bargain. 

The Iron Mountain Railroad and the 
Gould heirs have offered to give the 
city an easement to a strip of land 
through their property at Broadway and 
Chouteau avenue for the wagon and rail- 
road approaches of the Free Bridge, 
and also tear up the Poplar street tracks 
from the river front to the Mill Creek 
Valley. 

President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements terms the offer a most 
generous one, as the land owned by the 
Iron Mountain and the Gould heirs, re- 
quired for the bridge approach, is prob- 
ably worth $100,000. It is to be con- 
veyed to the city for $1. 

The Iron Mountain asks for the priv- 
llege of building an elevated track diag- 
onally from the Mill Creek Valley to its 
tracks in the vicinity of Broadway and 
Chouteau avenue. The Poplar street 
tracks intersect all the streets from Sey- 
enth street to the river, making danger- 
ous grade crossings. For years the city 
has been trying to get rid of the tracks. 

Needs 100 Feet. 

The city will require a strip of land 
about one hundred feet wide from the 
river to Sixth street for the west ap- 
proach of the free bridge. The Iron 
Mountain formerly had a passenger 
depot at Broadway and Chouteay ave- 
nue and owns considerable property in 
that vicinity. If the city does not ac- 
cept the property as a gift it will have 
to,condemn it, and pay the court costs 
as well as the appraisal price. 

The bridge approach will extend 
through the Iron Mountain’s lang for 
more than 1000 feet. 

The elevated tracks from the yi} 
Creek Valley to the river front lines 
will give the Iron Mountain a new en- 
trance to Union Station and will obviate 
the long detour over the tracks of the 
Oak Hill branch. It will reduce the 
mileage considerably. 

There are many dangerous grade 
crossings on the Oak Hill line which 
will have to be eliminated at ereat ex- 
pense if the Iron Mountain continues to 
wee it for all of its trains. 

The Iron Mountain tracks run 
the river front from Carondelet to, 
Broadway and Chouteau avenue, but 
there it has now no access from thet 
point to Union Station. 

The company has asked President 
Reber to make the elevation of the 
free bridge approach at Broadway 
little higher than contemplated in the 
plans sq the Iron Mountain can bujigq 
ite elevated tracks under it. Rede, 
says this can be done at very little 
additional cost.

A. Patterson of Chicago, who. is aiso 
first vice-president of the National 
Packing Co., and one o: the men said 
to be named in the blanket indictment 
aaginst National Packing Co. officials, 
which, however, does not become effec- 
tive until confirmed by the Court. 

This is the indictment expected to be 
brought in by the grand jury today.

SHUT CHAUFFEUR 
IS SUED BY WIFE 


Papers Against J. H. Perry 
Filed as He Is Arraigned 
for Assault to Kill. 


As the case of John H. Perry, a mine 
owner, charged with shooting a chauf- 
feur, was ca'tled Friday in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, his fifth wife, Mrs. 
Dolly Perry, filed a suit against him

Two former candidates for the pres- 
idency of the Police Relief Association, 
who were defeated by the “combine, 
were witnesses Friday before the grand 
jury in its investigation of Secretary 
Healy’s shortage. They are Sergt. Tom 
Conlon and Sergt. William V. Jeans, 
both now of Central District. Jeans 
was defeated in 1907, and Conlon in 
1909. 

Jeans is regarded by the investigators 
as a most important witness. At the 
preliminary inquiry conducted by An- 
drew C. Maroney, special prosecutor, at 
the Magnolia Avenue Station, Jeans’ 
testimony occupied more time than that 
of any other witness. 

Sergt. John J. Noonan defeated Jeans 
in 1907 for the presidency, and as &@ 
peace offering the ‘‘combine’” made 
Jeans treasurer. But he was not as- 
signed to important committees, and it 
was only by a fight that he was made a 
member of the Entertainment Commit- 
tee for the benefit that year at Forest 
Park Highlands. 

Had to Make Fight. 
Jeans was assigned to walk a. beat, at 


Highlands, and he complained to Police 
Commissioner Bland, saying he did not 
believe everything was right, and ask- 
ing to be sent to the Highlands. His 
request was granted. 

Other witnesses summoned Friday 
were Policeman Charles Sanders of the 
Angelica District, Policeman W. R. 
Caudle of the Newstead District, whose 
offer to pay the expense of an investi- 
gation of the books if they were found 
to be straight led to tne present in- 
quiry, and Policeman Thomas Craddick 
of the¢ Mounted District, now secretary, 
wh», it is said, can tell of an unsuccess- 
ful effort to audit the books in 1908.

Police Inspgector McDonnell’s activity 
in the investigation of Police Relief 
und looters, it is sa‘d, will figure in 
the trial of his -brother, . Patrolman 
Thomas McDonnell, Friday afternoon, 
before the Board of Police Commission- 
ers.- Patrolman McDonnell stands 
charged with insubordination. 

Charges were filed against McDonnell 
by Lieut. Tierney of the Page Boule- 
vard District, after Patrolman Henry 
Beerman, who was acting sergeant, 
gave orders to McDonnell, 
Gisobeyed. Beerman, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Police «s- 
sociation and one of the trustees in 1908, 
it is asserted, had been annoyed by 
comment of officers'in the assembly hall 
of the Twelfth District Station. 

The men, it is declared, had discussed 
the shortage freely in the station, and 
had made reflections on some men con- 
nected with the association. Following 
these brushes between the men, Patrol- 
man McDonnell asserts, he was repri- 
manded by Beerman several times while 
marching to beats. 

Later _Beerman assigned McDonnell to 
walk a beat he did not like. McDon- 
nell did not patrol the heat, preferring 
to walk the one next to it. Beerman 
found that McDonnell did not obey in- 
structions, and reported him to Lieu~-. 
Tierney. 

Inspector McDonnell, who acts as 
prosecutor of the board, has asked to be 
excused from trying the case of his 
brother.

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Special Agent Tells How 
Lawyer Muddled the Cun- 
ningham Case. 


MADE EVIDENCE PUBLIC 


Glavis’ Successor Let Oppo- 
sition See Affidavits and 
Witnesses Recanted, 

He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—The Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot inquiry took an unexpected 
turn today whén Special Agent Horace 
T. Jones of the Land office took the 
stand for the prosecution and made a 
sensational attack on James M. Sheri- 





dan, who was sent by the Land Office 
to Seattle last year to take charge of the 
Government’s case in her-ings on the 
Cunningham coal claims in Alaska in 
place of Glavis. 

Jones declared that Sheridan had been 
graduated in law only a year or two; 
that his conduct of the case was incom- 
petent and that he had opposed ‘to him 
two of the leading lawyers of Seattle. 


Testifying for an hour or more 4s 
to Sheridan’s conduct of the case and 
giving instances from which he 
wished the committee to draw its own 
conclusions, Jones said he did not de- 
sire to criticise Sheridan in an: way. 

He said Louis R. Glavis was not a 
lawyer but ‘kiiew more law thar 
Sheridan did and he thought it was a 
reflection on Glavis for the Land Of- 
fice to send Sheridan out there to 
take charge of a case which Glavis 
nad worked up. 

Under cross examination Jones ap- 
peared defiant and aggressive to 
members of the committee and coyn- 
sel alike and said he did not care 
what inferences were drawn from his 
testimony. 


Give Evidence Awny. 
“lie just went in and at the begin- 


ning of the hearing threw the Cunning- 
ham journal] and all our affidavits on 
the table, and said that was a prima 
facie case. The other side immediately 
asked a recess, during which they ex- 
amined all our evidence, évery bit of 
our case, and then when we resumed 
the hearing the witnesses all denied 
they meant what they had said in the 
affidavits. Sheridan’ s conduct was 
such as to give the “other side the ad- 
vantage of knowing in advance all the 
evidence we had.” 

Jones gave some incidents of the 
hearings which he skid tdicated that 
Sheridan was not competent to handle 
such a big case, especially when he was 
opposed by two of the leading attor- 
neys of Seattle. Sheridan at the time 
was receiving a salary of $1200 or $1500 
a year. 

Jones said the affidavits were intend- 
ed for use in cross examining witnesses. 
Sheridan’s conduct of the case nullified 
the affidavits. 

Jones was examined by Mr. Brandeis 
as to his work on the coal casés in the 
summer of 1907. The witness said he 
consulted freely with Commissioner 
Ballinger when the latter was at Seattle 
in July, 1907. He told Mr. Ballinger that 
Special Agent Love, in Alaska, was only 
half-hearted in his work, because ke 
was a candidate for United States Mar- 
shal, 

Condemns Love's Work. 

“T told the commissioner that Love 
did not have the proper spirit for an in- 
vestigator and he agreed with me. The 
commissioner asked me to make an in- 
vestigation of all the claims as soon as 
possible. 

Jones corroborated the testimony given 
by Glavis as to his efforts to get the 
Alaska cases taken up by the grand 
jury. at Seattle. Glavie was criticized in 
Attorney-General Wickersham’s report 
to the President for not having done 
anything toward a criminal prosecution. 

Returning to Sheridan, Jones said he 
suggested many questions to Sheridan 
on which to cross-examine witnesses, 
put he would not ask them, saying: 
“You can go on the stand at the finish 
and rebut all you want to." 

“Do you mean to charge that Sheridan 
was incompetent or corrupt?’ demanded 
Senator Nelson of the witness. 

“T think he was unwise in his con- 
duct 6f the case. I think he is bright 
and competent. I don't believe he was 
corrupt.”’ 

The witness detailed more. about Sheri- 
dan’s conduct of the case. Once, antid 
laughter, he said that when Sheridan 
was cautioned against leading a wWit- 
ness, he replied: "Twas not leading 
him; I wae only trying to indicate to 


be,”’ 

At the conclusion of his reference to 
Sheridan, the witness naively added: 
“But I don’t mean to criticise."" He said 
he was a lawyer and lawyers often dif- 
* about the conduct of a case.

PRIEST HURLS DEFI 


Advises Parishioners to Re- 
- fuse an Answer Despite 
Federal Order. 


St. Louis Poles are incensed because 
they are to be designated in the next 
census, according to the present plan, as 
German Poles, Russian Poles and Aus- 
trian Poles, instead of plain Polish 


Poles. 

Henry Baker, St. Louls Supervisor of 
the census, has received from Washing- 
ton this instruction on the subject: “In 
case cf persons speaking Polish or re- 
porting that they were born in Poland,

The liquor interests of Chicago are 
well advised in their decision not to at- 
tack the validity of the petition bearing 
75,000 signatures, which, under the State 
law, requires an election in April to de- 
termine whether that city shall be 
‘‘wet’’ or “‘dry.’’ They sensibly take the 
view that the issue must be fought out 
shortly in any case, and that it is better 
to meet it at once. This insures a 
straight fight from now on for or 
against the saloon. Indeed, if Chicago is 
roused on the question to the extent that 
now séems probable, the campaign may 
be of almost national significance. The 
struggle in Chicago will be the most 
ambitious effort, so far, of the Anti- 
Saloon League. Compared with it no 
fight yet waged for State-wide prohibi- 
tion has had to reckon with so large and 
so diverse a hostility. Chicago has a 
population four-fifths of which is for- 
eign or of foreign parentage, and there, 
as here, the “personal liberty” cry is 
very powerful. If the anti-liquor forces 
make oↄven a measurably strong show- 
ing, there will be an echo in the other 
large cities of the c~untry. In fact, 
there is a report that a petition for a 
referendum is being circulated even in 
Milwaukee!
